With no increase to taxpayers, 
City Officials passed a resolution 
on their minutes to raise the pay 
of employees in all branches of 
the city, an approximate 10% 
based on current earnings. 

When a special election was 
voted favorably by the people to 
increase the pay of elected city 
officials, they in turn felt the ris- 
ing cost of living justified an in- 
crease in wages for employed 
personnel of all branches of city 
administration. 

Effective as of the month of 
October, every employee, from 
clerical in City Hall, through each 
department ‘operated by the city, 
has benefitted from this salary 
raise. 

In dollars and cents this in- 
crease, exclusive of the sum voted 
by the people as a raise in pay to 
elected members of the Council, 
amounts to $6,300 per annum. 

This will mean an additional $6,- 
300, will be circulated in Bay St. 
Louis annually, as most of the 
spending will be done here. 

The economy of the community, 
as well as those directly concern- 
ed in receiving the increaseg pay 
will benefit as a result of this ac- 
tion on the part of the City Coun- 
cil.

4-H FOUNDATION 
DRIVE NEARLY 40 
PERCENT OF GOAL 


Nearly 40 percent of the goal 
set by the 4H Foundation has 
been reached in a continuing 3- 
year drive in Mississippi to raise 
$100,000 according to Les M. Tay- 
ior, Foundation chairman. 

In examining progress to date, 
Mr. Taylor and State 4H Leader 
C. L Smith announced that $24,- 
83753 in cash and $12,652.81 in 
pledges has been raised. 

“However, the total of $37,490 
represents gifts of only a small 
percent of the people who are able 
to make a donation," Mr. Taylor 
said, adding that "This is not 
time to let down. "Mr. Taylor 
is vice president of Mississippi 
Power & Light Company. 

The 4H Foundation of Missis- 
sippi, Inc, is conducting the cap- 
ital fund drive to raise money for 
continued support of the State's 
4-H Club camps, in addition to 
other projects. In 1952, the Foun- 
dation raised $45,000 to complete 
the camps, which was added to 
$50,000 raised by 4H Club boys 
and girls. 

The Foundation also supports 
such programs as the inter-state 
exchange of 4H members between 
Mississippi and Minnesota the In- 
ternational Farm Youth Exchange, 
which included sending 12 to 14 
Mississippi boys and girls to for- 
eign countries from 1950 through 
1956, and 4H adult leadership 
training ang recognition. 

“The $100,000 currently raised 
will not be spent directly,” Mr. 
Taylor said. “Instead, it will be 
invested and the annual income 
from the investment then used for 
current Foundation projects.” 

With the new funds, the Foun- 
dation hopes to establish college 
scholarships, probably to begin on 
the Junior level. Such scholarships 
would help worthy 4H and for- 
mer 4H members complete col- 
lege work in cases where this 
might not otherwise be possible. 

The additional funds also would 
permit the continued exchange of 
4H Club members between Missis- 
sippi and other parts of the Na- 
tion, as well as perpetuation of the 
International Farm Youth Exchage 
program. 

To date, 10 counties have raised 
$1,000 or more in the drive. They 
are: Adams, $2,173; Hinds, E 
297; Lawrence, $1,255; Smith, $1,- 
399; Warren, $1, 205; Yazoo, $2,- 
689; Hancock $1,005; Jones, $1, 
037; Coahoma, $2,024; and Sun- 
flower, $1,569.
